Like all French "affaires," the cen- 


ter of It-is a remarkable man. In the 
Dreyfus case, a studious, cold-man- 
nered French artillery captain— Al- 
fred Dreyfus— was made the scape- 
goat of treason In the French army, 
sent to Devil's Island for life, and on- 
y reinstated after a battle that rock- 
ed the very foundations of the repub- 
lic. 
All France was-either Dreyfus- 
ard or anti-Dreyfusard. 


Arden Royalist 


One Of the leading figures in that 


stormy period 
was Leon 
Daudet. 


He is 50, a member of the 
French 


Chamber 
of Deputies, 
an 
ardent 


royaiet, director of th eroyalist daily 
paper, "L'Action Francaise,/' novelist, 
literary critic and pampheteer. Be- 
oved by his own clan, he is at the 
same time the 
best-hated 
man in 
France by reason of his bitter ton- 
gue and his vitriolic pen. 


For years he has printed articles 
about 
great 
public men, 
reeking 


with bitterness and accusation that 
no American newspaper would dream 
of printing. His speeches in Parlia- 
ment, and outside, too, have been just 
as savage.

tion pictures, the invention of Dr. Lee 
de Forest, has been demonstrated suc- 
cessfully, according to those who have 
hf-ard and seen the talking pictures. 
It is his object to produce motion pic- 
tures in which the characters speak. 
Dr. de Forest gives this explanation 
of the process: 
"in the studio of the motion pic- 


ture is taken in the usual manner but 
in addition to the camera lens, which 
registers action, a microphone regis- 
ters every sound made by the actor. 
A. wire from the microphone passes 
through an audion amplifier to a gas- 
filled tube called the photiom. located 
in the camera. The light from this 
tube fluctuates in exact accordance 
with the amplified telephonic currents 
which originated from the actor's lips. 


"A very fine slit la located near the 


negatiye "film 
through 
which these 


fluctuating light rays are registered on 
the sensitive emulsion of the negative 
as fine lines which are actual photo- 
graphic sound waves and being- on the 
same film as the picture. Insure per- 
fect synchronism at all times. 


"A positive print is then made in 


the usual manner, in reproducing, a 
small attachment is placed on the

Mabel Normand is now in the 
same hospital where she was operat- 
ed on Thursday for chronic appendi- 
citis. 
Edna Purviance has been slow 


in recovering from the effects of the 
party and its dramatic climax which 
may yet prove a tragedy. 
It is known now that Dines has been 


in Los Angeles for 
more than six 


months and that Edna Purviance ana 
Mabel Normand have been playing 
around with him for that period. He 
is not known to have had any busi- 
ness connections 
or relations here 


but he lived like a man of large 
means and a free spender. 
Dines, 


himself may not 
have had much 


money although he has ben called a 
millionaire. 
His father has substan- 


tial means and a recent trip by Dines 
to see his parents in Denver was be- 
lieved to be for the purpose of ob- 
taining a loan from his fa.the rto re- 
plenish his purse.

protected, 
may have 


been the good provider who stoo'l 
the cost of the motor1 and yachting 
trips and the gay parties. 


It is held possible by the police 


that the jealous chauffeur may have 
known this second 
man and may 


have mistaken Dines fon his intend- 
ed victim and be cunning enough to 
'realize that such an admission would 
be damaging. 
Or he may not have 


known the second man and may have 
believed it was Dines who was the ad- 
mirer and partner of Mabel Normand 
on the trips and at the parties. 


Dines has always been interesting 


in theatrical people and was once in- 
terested in motion pictures but not 
in Los Angeles. 
It is hard to break 


into the movies but not hard to break 
in with the movies. Both Mabel Nor- 
mand and Edna Purviance have play- 
ed around extensively in Los Angeles 
and in Hollywood and it was no trick 
to meet them or to be invited to join 
them when a party at a cafe or road 
house became lively. It is quite pos- 
sible that they do not recall their cir- 
cumstances of the first meeting with 
Dines. 


As to the real cause of the shoot-
